Freshman  Applications  Up  60%  for  Fall  Term,  Says  Director 


Freshman  applications  at  Wes- 
leyan College  for  the  fall  semester 
are  up  60  per  cent  as  of  April  12, 
causing  officials  to  predict  a sub- 
stantial enrollment  increase  for  the 
1974-75  year. 

Burton  E.  Fite,  Director  of  Ad- 
missions, said  the  large  number  of 
applications,  along  with  a 31  per- 
cent increase  in  dormitory  reser- 
vations indicates  that  next  year’s 
freshman  class  enrollment  will  be 
175.  When  this  figure  is  reached,  it 
will  be  a 49  percent  increase  over 
the  current  freshman  enrollment. 

“These  figures  are  startling 
because  colleges  and  universities 
nationally  are  reporting 
applications  are  down  or  holding 


their  own”,  Mr.  Fite  said. 

The  Admissions  Director  credits 
the  increase  in  applications  to  “the 
total  involvement  of  students, 
alumnae,  faculty,  trustees  and  ad- 
ministration in  assisting  the  ad- 
missions department  to  recruit 
outstanding  young  women.”
